As the fiscal year 1919-1920 draws 
to a close, the books of County Tax 
Collector A. McSweeney show the 
smallest percentage of delinquency in 
the history of the county. 

The tax collector was charged with 
the collection of taxes amounting to 
$1,147,336.01. Of that amount there 
has been collected $1,125,370.62, leav¬ 
ing a delinquency of $21,965.99, or 1.8 
per cent of the total. This is an un¬ 
usually small delinquency, as the 
state estimates a delinquency of 5 per 
cent. 

Tlie tax charge this year amounted 
to $281,336.59 more than in the pre¬ 
vious year. 

The county tax rate was $2.55 out¬ 
side of incorporated cities, as against 
$1,985 for the previous year. The 
principal item causing this raise was 
a levy of 40 cents on the $100 valua¬ 
tion for hospital site and construction 
fund. It is estimated $135,000 was 
raised for this purpose. , 

Tlie smallest individual tSx in the 
county was 29 cents, the largest was 
$15,191.35. 


Tlie city trustees met in informal 
session at tlie city hall Monday night 
for tlie purpose of discussing a city 
budget for the coming year. The dis¬ 
cussion was entirely preliminary, as 
the budget will not be actually ar¬ 
ranged for some time yet. The tax 
rate will be fixed in September after 
tlie compiling of the assessment rolls. 

The city officials have a difficult 
problem before them this year be¬ 
cause of greatly increased expenses in 
city government. It is believed the 
tax rate will be kept about where it 
was last year, but to do so it may be 
necessary to ruise assessed valuations 
slightly.

SECOND BAD FIRE 


Redwood City was threatened with 
destruction by lire for the second time 
within a week Saturday night, when 
a blaze which resulted in damage to 
the extent of about $2000 occurred in 
tlie north end of town. The tire 
started in the Europa Hotel, a two- 
story frame structure, at about 6 
o’clock in the evening, and fanned by 
a south wind hud gained consider¬ 
able headway before it was discov¬ 
ered. Only hard and rapid work by 
the local lire department kept the fire 
loss from being much greater.

“Well,” said*my father, going over 
to the sink to wash his linipls. ‘ you’ve 
come home.

‘That's something I've missed these 
last two years." I said. “Do they still 
keep It going?” 

The look that came into their 
faces! . 

“Still keep it going?" my mother 
gasped. ‘‘What kind of teachings did 
you pick up down there?” 

“They wore nil right, mother." I as¬ 
sured her, “hut I never heard ‘March 
ing ThroughGeorgia’ sung at all and 
they did show me how there was a 
good deal of hunk in ‘Uncle Tom’s 
(’al)in’ and there wasn't much para¬ 
dise about those Northern prisons 
either, I learned. But 1 was sitting 
out on the porch this morning watch¬ 
ing the automobiles go by. Most of 
them were driven by folks who have 
only been over in America a few years 
—folks who came over here and picked 
out the land I lull's jumped to such a 
high price, it struck me how you hud 
grubbed along here us pioneers, put- 
ling up with all the hardships, driv¬ 
ing ::o miles for Hour while you waited 
for the railroad and going through all 
sorts of privation. And now the coun¬ 
try around here’s settled—two-thirds 
of It by foreigners who haven’t yet lost 
their old country accent—and where’s 
your part of the results? Maybe 
you’ve given too much thought to your 
war relics and the state encampments 
of the G. a. It. and the Lincoln’s 
birthday meeting and all that slufT. 
It seems to me—” 

“My hoy,” my father began in a 
tone that told me his fighting blood 
was up, “if you’d given the best four 
years of your life lighting for some¬ 
thing as we laid to tight you’d feel 
differently about it. Maybe I didn’t 
realize fully what It meant when I 
went in—I was only eighteen—but 1 
knew what I was lighting for by the 
time we stopped that charge at Get¬ 
tysburg. We had ‘copperheads’ then 
—folks who said the war was foolish 
and stayed home to make profit from 
it. It’s all vague to you—you came so 
long afterward. You can’t understand 
how we old fellows feel when we come 
across one another wearing the little 
bronze button, but I wouldn't exchange 
nty little bronze button for all the au-' 
tomoblles in the county!” 

Yes, there’s strangers living In the 
old house now. They’ve probably 
changed things around a lot; it was 
pretty old-fashioned Inside. The last 
time I went by it I couldn’t stand to 
lake any more than just a hurried 
glance in its direction, but I saw 
they’d cut down the lilac bushes. Yet 
I fancy they hang out a dag on the old 
porch on Decoration day morning. 
They'd have to; bis spirit would make

older brother as lie came home from 
where he was working downtown and 
told my father and mother what lie 
had done—enlisted in the local niililin 
company. My mol her didn't say any¬ 
thing. She went hack lo the kitchen 
and pretended that something was 
keeping her very busy, but my father 
crossed to the closet where lie kept 
his Civil war relics his discharge pa 
pers, Ids badges, a dagger taken from 
a Confederate foe. I wonder how the 
people who have since moved in and 
moved out of that old house have 
used that closet. 

It wasn’t much of a war, but along 
| in July they started to ship some of 
the hoys in those thick, hot uniforms 
back from Chickamauga. They 
shipped them hack on cots, and when 
they lifted them off the train they 
were such skeletons we hardly recog¬ 
nized them. At least half had typhoid 
fever before the last of them, drib¬ 
bling home by handfuls, laid returned. 
Six of them died. The insanitary 
camp had proven as disastrous as any 
enemy bullets. Our hoys, “brave as 
the bravest,” were unprepared for the 
strenuousuess of war. 

My brother didn’t come back on a 
| cot, but he came back with the color 
I gone for good from his cheeks, and 
i where it had been easy for him to 
J laugh before lie now made unsuccess¬ 
ful attempts. And yet he came hack 
uncomplaining. He sat around the 
1 house for a day or two. I remember 
the nights were beginning to got cool 
! right after school, the tomato vines 
had already been frosted, and the yard 
j was littered with fallen maple leaves.

' broken. No—no country could lick 
the United States. History had re¬ 
peated.

Somehow, on those days, the sky 
seemed a bluer blue when the words 
of the speaker at the “Monument of 
the Unknown Dead” were carried off 
by the faint breeze that muflled, too, 
the song of the quartette and the 
music of the village hand. But close 
In my ears wore the chirps of the in¬ 
sects In the Muegrass and the tweet 
of the robins that hopped about In 
the branches of the evergreens. 

There was one teacher we had who 
took her work seriously. She is gone 
now, too, bn' .ose days her eyes 

dashed viti.T. the color entne and 
went in her cheeks as she Interpreted 
our history lessons. Slip was at her 
best when she told us of the treachery 
of Benedict Arnold, the man who 
thought more of personal ease and 
comfort than he did of his country at 
a time when its existence was in 
jeopardy. How she taught us to hate 
Benedict Arnold and all that his name 
stood for! 

Yet site was mistaken about there 
being no more wars. One February 
day the Chicago papers that did not 
reach us until noon told about the 
sinking of the Maine. I can see my
